Happy New Year from Bar Hill School! In 
January we launched an extra role for our 
KS2 children, in the form of food buddies. 
Children’s diet can have an important 
influence on their health both now and in 
the future. Good diet in childhood can help 
protect against chronic diseases in later 
life. Children and young people need help 
and guidance to eat healthily at school 
both in their learning and with their food 
choices. They need consistent messages 
about healthy eating across the formal 
curriculum, food provision and school 
practice. We are very lucky to have 
Annette as our on-site chef who caters for 
all children’s dietary needs with an 
exciting and varied menu. 
Feedback from teachers FB] 
suggests that when pupils 
eat better, they do better 
in the classroom in that 
behaviour and 
performance both 
improve. Those who 
wished to take part in the 
food buddy initiative 
submitted an application based on their 
passion for healthy eating. The food 
buddies are there to encourage a balanced 
plate based on our colour coded food 
groups as well as asking their peers to try 
new foods with our ‘try it table’ and be a 
role-model in the dinner hall for their 
peers. They are armed with reward stickers 
for those children who try something new 
and/or clear their plate. 


BUDDY 


By having a whole school approach, 


we are ensuring we reinforce a clear and 
consistent message about food, nutrition 
and healthy eating. Alongside the 
lunchtime support, the children are taught 
in class about diet, nutrition, food safety 
and hygiene, food preparation and 
cooking, as well as where food comes 
from. 


Alongside this we have supplied parents 
with information around the expected 
content of packed lunches, if they choose 
these over our school dinners. Alongside 
our school dinner menu, we are trialling a 
number of new ideas to increase 
knowledge and understanding around 
healthy eating. We will be running a 
‘healthy tuck-shop’ once a week for our 
older children whilst encouraging children 
and parents alike to really consider what is 
sent into school as a mid-morning snack. 


Furthermore, gardening club will be 
growing vegetables that can be directly 
used by Annette in the kitchen. We have 
taken part in a health-related-behaviour 
survey in Upper Key Stage 2 which will 
help inform us of any areas of concern that 
we wish to address in our school.
